We have alao given numer 
ous instances proving the stability 
} respect 
of earthquakes and fire. It now 
remains to draw the conclusions 
imposéd by facts. ~~ ° 

We have seen that the essential 
condition of resistance for a build- 
ing subjected to. the strain of 
eatthquake vibrations, or to any 
disturbance whatever its origin 
might be, lies in the solidarity of 
the materials used in the building. 
Such solidarity essentially exists 
in re-inforced concret, or, in build- 
ings whose frame is of re-inforced 
concrete. All other elements in 
thore buildings are of, secondary 
importance (such a8 ornamental 
or accessory. additions) provided 
that such buildings hsve beeo 
studied and executed by specialists 
in reinforced concrete. 

‘A building of that nature is 
really a-monolith. It is without 
joints, reapords to a!] movements 
without danger. of cracking, and 
cannot collapse unless ‘its centre 
of gravity goes out of the vertical 
line crossing the edge of ‘pivot.
